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Prior to December 1951, a barracks installation which was renerally referred 
to by the population as Jaecer Kaserre, southwest of Petresti (R 26/2 71) 
and about 2 lm from the only road=-bricre in the lecality crossing the 
Sebesul stream, was occupied by Rumarian troops. A road leading westward 
to vineyards and woods. crossed the berracks area. The ores was linked 
with Petresti by an asphalted approach road. The quarters vere on the 
south side of the road crossings the tarracks installation, and five to 

6 brick buildinrs with flat roofs were opposite the barracks on the 
north side of the road. Source saw scldiers, end women and chiléren in 
these buildings and concluded that they were billets for officers and 
noncermissionee officers and their cependents. The barracks area in- 
cluded a barracks building with wing on each sides and a flat roof 

and sone nearby Luildings. Soldiers wearing clive Grab uniforns, berets, 
long trousers and laced boots were quartered in the barracks installation. 
Source repeatedly saw four units of about Company strencth each marching 
between the barracks installation and Petresti. Vehicles drawn by small 
horses regularly went to Sebes (R 26/) 82) for supplies. Source saw no 
motor vehicles there. A special hall in Petresti was at the cisposal 

of the troops for entertainment purposes. Source determined that the 
bulk of the soldiers spoke Hungarian and that almost all o¢ them cane 
from near the Hungarian border. Source observed that the unite had 

only small arms when leaving the barracks installation or when training 
in the meadow-land north of the installation. Every sumer, the units 
were absent from Petresti for some weeks. 1 
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The entrances of armunition tunnels could be seen from Petresti or 
fron the Petresti-Sebes road on the slope of a wooded hill. A permanent 
non-surfaced road led fron the roacbridre to the east which crossed 
the Sebesul stream to the armuniticn tunnels. The tunnels were linkec 
with Petresti by a sincle~track railroad. This installation was on 
old ammunition curp of the lumanian Arry where prior to about 19h9 
old armunition of different types was stored. In 199 and 1950, the 
tunnels were evacunted ard a part of the old armuni.tion was blown 
up, whereas another vart was shipped away by train aftcr the bursting 
charces hac been removed, Residents of the surrouncings assisted in the 
work, Prior to the spring of 1951, the armunition tunncis were renovated, 
wore employed in erecting the stands in the 
interior of the tunnels. 11 parallel 25X1 
tunnels were built in the wooded slope. The entrances of the tunnels, 
which were semicircles of masonry were visible from a distance. The 
leneth of the indivicual tunnels wes unknown. Hewever, according to 
worlmen, they were rather long and large quantities of arr-unition 
could be stored. The whole installetion was fenecd in by barbed wire 
including in part of the wooded area to the west and wars cuarded 
by cuard details fror the Jaeper Keserne. Humercus small ruard-houces 
were arranged along the barbed wire fence. All these posts were not 
occupied during the day. According to statements of workmen, the

Source repeatedly sar Rumanian artillery units on the road from 
Sebes to Petresti and from Sebes northward, The runs were draw 

vy | or & horses harnessed to limbers. Source saw individual 
rountec men with the columns, but no motor vehicles. The soldiers 
wore olive-drab uniforms with Tield caps. Sovrce did not know where 
these artillery units were stationed. 


In June and July 1951, a barracks installation at the eastern edce 
of Sees on both sides of the road to Dacia Romana (R 36/2 82) was 
occupiec by Rumanian troops. The lar er part of the installation 
was on the southern side of the road, The soldiers wore olive crab 
uniforms, field caps or service caps, boots and occasionally carried 
rucksachs when training or on marches. Source saw only rifles and 
cartridce boxes, horse-drayn olive drab vehicles 
near the barracks installation, but no motor vehicles. 


Prior to early Decenler 1951, a Rumanian recruiting office was located 
in a confiscated private house on Piata Lenin, the formes market 
square in Sighisoara (R 36/R 7h). Rumanian mountain infantrymren were 
peers aa in_private houses prior to the end of the summer of 1 
or 19h9. 
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In the sumer of 1951, a soldier of Cerman descent who belonged to 

the 1931 cless was on furlough in Sighisoara. He had been inducted 

in dossy in the spring of 1951 and served with o military band of 

a Rumanian regiment in Iaesh. He wore Rumanian Army uniform with 

green service color. [rho 25X11 
was of Cemsan descent and whe hac been recsistered for the draft ‘in 

December 1951 or January 1952, wrote in a letter in early January 

1952 that he was waitine for his induction. 
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Prior to Decenter 1951, there were no barracks installations in 
Blaj (R 36/k oh). a detachnent of alout
